WAR NOW DEFINITELY OPENED. 


Mot to Stop Until Spain Can Dictate 


T«rm» to the Soltan oi Morocco. 


LOSBON, Nov. 10.—A special dispatch 


to the United Press from Melilla says 
that shortly after tho lorts and gun- 
boats opened fire on the BifSans yes- 
terday, the latter having decided to 
accept the terms of Gen Macias that 
they surrender at noon, the leaders of 
the tribesmen, under a flag of truce, ap- 
proached Melilla in. order to advance 
further arguments why armistice 
should be agreed upon until Wednes- 
day night. Sen. Macias received the 
tribesmen, but declined to enter into 
further negotiations with them except 
on tiie basis of their submission. 


The Spanish eommander believed 


that the expressed desire oi the Eif- 
fians to secure a temporary cessation 
of hostilities was part of apian to gain 
time in which to secure supplies of 
food, etc. He, however, though de- 
clining as before to entertain their 
propositions, told them that he would 
jrive them until 3.SO o'clock this after- 
noon to definitely decide whether they 
would accede to his ultimatum, which, 
in effect was, submit or fight. 


When the time expired there was no 


sign from the Rlffians that they in- 
tended to proffer their submission. 
Gen M Macias waited until 3.50 
o'clock and then the artillery at Mel- 
illa and the neighboring forts opened 
fire upon the natives who still occu- 
pied the trenches near the Spanish out- 
posts. As soon as the forts began fir- 
ing the war ships began to throw 
shells in the direction of the enemy's 
lines. 


The dispatch concludes by declaring 


that war has now been definitely 
opened and that it will not stop until 
Spain can dictate her own terms to 
the sultan of Morocco.

Tho lull and impartial reports submitted by 


Hon James Blount your special commissioner 
to the Hawaiian Islands establish the follow

Queen LilloukaUnl announced her Intention 


on Saturday, January 14,1803 to proclalnf a new 
constitution, butpho opposition of the minis 
ters and others Induced her to speedily change 
her purpose and make public announcement of 
that fact 
At a meet'nn In Honolulu late in the after 


noon of that tUj a so called committee of pub 
He safctj consisting of thirteen men being all 
or nearly all present and a majority of whom 
Including fHo Americans wore aliens, was ap 
pointed to consider tho situation and devise 
was s and means for the maintenance of public 
peace andthepiotertion of life and property " 
This committee met on the 15th. or the after 
noon of the Ipth and resolved among other 
things that a provisional government be 
created to exist until terms of union with the 
Urtted States of America had been negotiated 
and agreed upon 


At a mass meeting composed largely of aliens 


which assembled at J p m on the last-named 
day the queen and her supporters were con 
domned and denounced and the committee 
was appointed and all its acts approved 
Asked Protection of the United States 
Forces, 


Late on the same afternoon the committee 


addressed a letter to John L. btevens, tho 
American minister at Honolulu stating that 
the lives and property of tho people were in 
peril and appealing to him and the United 
btates forces at, his hands for assistance This 
communication conducted that we are unable 
to protect ourselves without aid, and there 
fore hope for the protection of the United 
fatates forces * 


The Troops were Promptly Landed 
On leceipt of this letter Mr Stevens re 


quested Capt Wilson commander of the 
United States steamer Boston to land a force 


for the protection of the United States lega 
tion Unltea States consulate, and to secure 
the safety of American life and property 
The 


well armed troops were promptly landed and 
marched ihrough tho quiet streets of Honolulu 
with two galling guns to a public hall pre 
vlously secured by Mr Stevens for their ac 
commodation This hall was just across the 
street from tho government building and In 
plain view of the queen s palace The reason 
for thus locating the military will presently 
appear 
An Unwarranted Invasion of Hawaiian 
Soil. 


Tho po\ernorol the island immediately ad 


dressed to Mr Stevens a communication re 
ferring to the act as an unwarranted invasion 
of Hawaiian soil and warning htm that the 
proper authorities had never denied permis 
sion to the naval forces o! the United States 
to land for drill or for any other purpose 
About the same time the queen's minister of 
foreign affairs sent a note to Mr Stevens ask 
Ing why tnt. troops had been landed, and in 
forming him that the proper authorities were 
able and willing to afford full protection to the 
American legation and all American interests 
in Honolulu Only evasive replies were sent 
to these communications 
Declared the Existing Government Over- 
thrown. 


While there were no manifestations of ex 


citement or alarm In the city and the people 
were ignorant of the contemplated movement, 
the committee entered the governor s office, 
ascertaining that it was unguarded and one ol 
their number, a citizen of the United States, 
read a proclamation declaring that the exist- 
ing government was overthrown and a provis- 
ional government established in its place ' to

The state fair mats meeting; was held 


to-day ID tbe circuit oonrt room at the 
oout house. When F. M. Young, chair- 
man ot tbe general committee, called the 
meeting to order there were probably 
two hundred people present, the eity and 
oounty being well represented. Daring 
the eesKoa people kept coming in until 
nearly all of tbe eeate were taken. 


Bon. B. H. Woodooek, ot Maoon, was 


chosen chairman, and 0. C. Laforgee, ot 
Deoatur, was selected as secretary. 
Chairman Woodcock entered upon bit 
duties with the statement that the people 
had assembled for the purpose ot devis- 
ing plans to secure something tor Deoa- 
tur and Maoon county which will be ot 
incalculable good tor the community. 


Major Young stated that a sub-commit; 


tee WM ready to submit a report and 
Chairman W. C. Johns arose to perform 
that duty, tie preceded tbe report by 
reading tbe* requirements ot the State 
Board ot Agriculture submitted to tbe 
cities seeking the permanent location ot 
the state (air. The report as submitted 
tor adoption or rejection by Chairman 
Johns was as follows: 


PLAN OF ACTION. 


The unaereignec, appointed by pre- 


liminary man meeting of the the citizens 
of Deoatnr to report to the present meet- 
ing a plan for ite proceedings, and also 
to report plan for the organization ot the 
committees necessary to carry on the 
work ot securing the State Fair, beg 
leave respectfully to report: 


That there should be appointed as few 


committees as are absolutely necessary 
to carry on and have control of the differ- 
ent departments of the work made nec- 
essary by the specifications of the State 
Board ot Agriculture and that these com- 
mittee should be as few in number as 
reasonable precautions will allow; and 
that to eaob ot tbe committees author- 
ized to be appointed by this meeting, 
there should be given a power to add to 
its numbers and membership snob per- 
sons as in the prosecutions of its work it 
may be deemed advuible. 


We recommend the appointment of the 


following committees; 
1st. A Chief Executive Committee of 


five members. 
This committee shall 


have charge of all the preparation for the 
presentation of the proposals ot the 
County ot Maoon and the City of Deoatnr 
to the State Board of Agriculture, in 
order to secure the permanent location 
of tbe Illinois State Agricultural FAIT 
near the City of Decatur. AU other com- 
mittees appointed by this meeting shall 
report to tbe Executive committee, and, 
as far as possible, be subservient to its 
requests.

It shall be tbe duty ot this commute* to 
make) estimates ot the expenses ot all 
committees in the performance ot their 
various duties, and to provide the money 
to pay mob expenses; and to prepare 
and circulate, in every township in the 
county, subscription papers to a general 
fund to be used in tbe payment for 
lauds, and in making a general donation 
to tbe State Board of Agriculture, con- 
ditioned on the permanent location of 
the fair; and lo oollsct, in cash, at least 
five per cent, ot the amounts subscribed, 
in order to pay the expenses ot the com- 
mittees and to establish a fund ot five 
thousand dollars (85,000) to be presented 
to the State Board of Agriculture at its 
meeting in January next, in the form of 
a certified cheek, conditioned on tbe per- 
manent location ot ihe fair near Deoatnr. 


Each committee to be appointed by 


the chairman ot this meeting and to be 
hereafter announced, and to have the 
right and power to add to ite numbers 
as it may be deemed advisable. 


On motion of Charles Wheeler, second- 


ed by Joanna Green and others, tbe re- 
port was unanimously adopted. 


Chairman Woodcock will announce the 


various committees in a few days, when 
they will be published. He will exercise 
h-.s best judgment ID the selection of 
oommittemen from tbe city and country, 
and every man named will be expected 
to work hard and unceasingly for Dsoa- 
tnr. 


HOW TO KAISE 865,000. 


The county board will be asked to 


make an appropriation to secure the state 


fair. The county boarda at Aorora,Fso- 
ria, Springfield and Bloomagton tern 
alrwdr made liberal appropriations, and 
as Chairman Johns said, home pride a»d 
enterprise will stand by the county board 
m their action, and the citizens of each 
competing town will stand back of the 
city councils in whatever (hey may do. 
The Maoon county board and the city 
council as well will do the right thing. 
Deoatnr will have to go to Spmgfleld in 
January, when the state board will mart 
to permanently locate the fair, and with 
a certified cheek (or $6,000 and a bond 
for 150,000, besides showing 100 acres of 
suitable land and • guarantee that all ot 
the written requirements will be fulfilled.

THE UTTER, COHERED, USES HIS fill 


Tbe Former's Narrow Escape from 


Death—A Rough and Tumble Strug-

CLEVEIAND, O., Nov. 11.—A crank 


attempted to take the life of Myron 
T Herriek, treasurer of the Society 
for Savings at 1 p. m yesterday, and 
after a terrible fight, escaped. He 
shot once at Herriek and threatened to 
blow up the place with dynamite if he 
was not at once given 150,000 m cash 
irom the vault. 


At 1 o'clock Mr. Herriek was seated 


at a table in his private office writ- 
ing. Nearly 
all 
the clerks were 


at 
lunch, 
and 
the 
place was 


praticaily 
unguarded. 
Suddenly a 


stranger appeared before 
Herrick 


and asked a private interview 
Her- 


rick led him into the trustee's room, 
when the stranger thrust a revolver in 
Herrick's face and demanded that $50,- 
000 be given him at once 
Herrick 


grabbed the hand that held the revol- 
ver and struck the fellow m the face, 
knocking him down. The man was up 
in a minute a ad they clinched 
First 


one was down and then the other. 
They struck and attempted to reach 
each other's throat. Chairs were over- 
turned, the table upset, and books 
scattered from one end of the apart- 
ment to the other 


Finally tne intruder tore himself 


from Herrick'b grasp and fell back on 
the floor nnar the center of the room. 
Herrick ttood between him and the 
door 
The assassin grabbed hig revol- 


ver, 
leveled it and fired The bullet 


passed through the lower edge of Her- 
rick's vest, on fche left side, grazing the 
skin 


With u yell of rage the man ran up 


and down the room seeking an outlet 
One of the great windows stood slightly 
open, and the man mounted a chair 
just as the clerks and -watchman ap- 
peared at the door 
There was a rush 


toward him, but he leaped through the 
window to the sidewalk below, star- 
tling the men who were working on 
the street 
He ran like a deer up Rock- 


well street, waving the smoking pistol, 
and disappeared 


The excitement at the Society for 


Savings building1 was intense 
The 


danger was over, and the nerve that 
had enabled Hei rick to make a plucky 
fight for life deserted him, and for a 
time he was almost prostrated 
Her- 


rick remained in his office but a few 
minutes after the shooting. In the 
wall on the west aide of the room he 
found imbedded the bullet that had 
been intended for his heart. 


Col Herrick appeared foi lunch at 


the Union club at his usual hour The 
news of his attempted assassination 
had preceded him, and his many 
friends crowded around him and shook 
bis hands, congratulating1 him on his 
narrow escape 


Chief Hoehn and Capt Humphrey 


immediately held a conference, and 
telephone messages were sent to every 
precinct, detailing the affair and giving 
a description of tbe would-be assassin. 
All surrounding towns were notified, 
and a reward will be offered 


Myron T. Herrick is one of the best 


known citizens in Cleveland 
He is a 


native of Lorraine county, but has 
spent many years in this city 


The Society for Savings, of which he 


is secretary and treasurer, is the largest 
banking institution in the state, and 
one of the most extensive in the United 
States. 


Col. Herrick is a warm personal friend 


of Gov. McKinley and a member of his 
staff. Last year he was one of the 
electors-at-large in the state on the re- 
publican ticket.
